The Dozen S’s Newsletter was written and printed from January 1968 through the winter 
of 1972. It was produced through the combined efforts of its Editor, Mrs. Wilson 
(Marjorie) Carb, Jr. and its Historian, Mrs. William (Vera) Bunyard. 


Mrs. Bunyard is a descendant of John (1764 VA) and Mehitabel Shinabarger, whose 
family history is presented in this book. Mrs. Carb is a descendant of Michael (21 Nov 
1769) and Mary Shanabarger. Both family patriarchs were residents of Richland Co. 
Ohio, near Mansfield, during the early 1800s. Because of their proximity of farms and 
similar origins, patterns of migration and dates of birth, the researchers felt Michael 
Shanabarger was a brother of John Shinabarger. 


Neither researcher seems to have proven this relationship according to the research I have 
at hand. However, within the pages of their Newsletter and the research and 
correspondence it represents, there are sure to be countless clues that could lead to the 
answer to several questions, including: 


¢ Were Michael and John brothers? 
e Are other surnames of similar spellings linked to the family of John Shinabarger? 
e And most important of all: Who was the father of John Shinabarger? 


If one could determine the father of John, perhaps this would enable the ancestors of the 
“Dozen S’s” families to make that final link that will take them back to their original 
roots somewhere in Germany and/or Switzerland. 


Every attempt was made to accurately copy the original ditto copies of the Newsletter. 
However, this may also mean typographical errors were not corrected. There was no page 
33 in the original, so it was also omitted here. Keeping true to the original document 
hopefully will mean the Index is also accurate. A CD of these newsletters is also included 
and can make ones search for a particular name easier.

Johan, Michael and Johan George Schoenberger were natives of Hessen Darmstadt, Germany, 
where their great, great, great, great great grandfather Ulrich Schonenberger lived. He emigrated there in 
1665 from Schmids Am Steg, Switzerland, where his grandfather Johannes Schonenberger was born in 
1551.

Madison Township, pg. 728, PETER SHANABARGER: 


Peter Shanabarger, deceased, came to this county and settled in Madison Township, where he 
rented a farm for a year, then purchased a farm that was partially improved, having a log house on it and 
a few acres under cultivation. From time to time he added other farms until at one time he owned 480 
acres. At the time of his death he owned 160 acres. 

Mr. Shanabarger was born in Jefferson County, Va., in 1810. When he was a boy his parents 
moved to Richland county, Ohio, where he grew to manhood and where he was married. A few years 
after his marriage he moved to Williams county, Ohio, where they remained a few years and finally came 
to Clinton County with eight children:

Caroline Shanabarger died the same year of their arrival in this county. The following have been 
born in this county: 

George Shanabarger and Sarah A. Shanabarger. 

The father died in February 1886 and is buried in Fair Haven Cemetery. Mrs. Shanabarger was 
born in Schuylkill county, Pa. in 1812. When she was a child her parents removed to Ashland county, 
Ohio where she grew to womanhood. She died in 1885 and is buried beside her husband. Newsletter 
Editor’s note: Mrs. Shanabarger was Catherine Ohl, daughter of George and Eva (Balliet) Oh. 

John M. Shanabarger was born in Williams county, Ohio Feb. 23, 1843. He was six years old 
when his parents came to this county where he was educated in the district schools. In 1868 he married 
Eliza J. Boggs who was born in the house where John is now living. She died in 1870 leaving two 
children: Elsie and Eliza Shanabarger. For a second wife John married Mary E. Combs, daughter of 
David and (Catherine Richardson) Combs, who were born in Butler County, Ohio in 1852. Two children 
have been born of this union: David E. and Anna C. Shanabarger. 

He (John) was a member of the Reformed church in early life but latterly a Methodist. In politics 
he is a Democrat. The Shanabargers were of German Ancestry, and Combses of Irish descent.

Michael Shanabarger’s Estate. The sale was on May 26, 1844 in Richland County, Ohio. It was cried by 
Isaac Gates with Jacob and John Shanabarger as administrators. They paid $2.00 to Daniel Rohouser a 
minister for the funeral services in March 1844 and $6.00 for the coffin. The articles for the sale were 
appraised by: Frederick Kayer, John Deter, and George Kling. 


The following were left for the widow: | stove, | table, 2 beds and bedding, 6 chairs, 2 spinning wheels, 
1 cow, 7 sheep, cooking utensils necessary, 6 knives, and 6 forks, 6 plates, 6 teacups and 6 saucers, 1 
sugar dish, teapot, 12 spoons, 25 bushesls of wheat. 1 years support for the widow, which included 
$16.00 for necessities 


She bought at the sale: 1 stand, | kittle, 1 cubbard, 1 kitchen cubbard, 1 small table. 


Her son Samuel Shanabarger bought: 1 auger worth .19 cents, | clever worth .16 cents, 1 molloc worth 
.87 cents, | chair worth .19 cents, 1 cutting box worth $1.25 cents, 2 bags of wheat worth .42 cents.

We may yet publish a book or help 
someone else with this undertaking, so you see why we need the data. Most of it will go in the 
newsletters and this way you can share with others. Please look through your old notes, letters, 
newsclippings etc. Do you find anything that might help others? Old pictures, stories or tales concerning 
your “S” ancestor would not only be interesting but possibly be helpful to other “S” searchers. It is a 
shame to think that much of this information is stored, perhaps gathering dust. Who will preserve your 
material? Will it be available later for those in your family who may become interested in the genealogy 
of their ancestors? Also, think of the fires that have already destroyed so much of this valuable 
information. If we can use this Association for a sort of “S” clearing house, it will be much easier for the 
present and future “S” Seekers.

SCHONBERG, GERMANY 
If you look on a map of Germany you can find Schonberg in four different places. The cities with that 
name all spelled Schdnberg are found in Schleswig Holstein, on Keil Bay; in Mecklenburg, near Lubeck 
Bay; in Moravia; and the town of Schéneberg is a residential suburb of the city of Berlin. There is also a 
Schoenburg Castle. Schoenburg Castle has been a landmark to centuries of Rhine River mariners. 
Looming majestically on the ridge above the medieval walled village of Oberswesel. It was first 
mentioned in documents in 951 A.D. It was destroyed by the French in 1689 and lay in ruins until an 
American millionaire family of the Rhinelanders partially restored it in the early 1900’s. The Castle is 
now owned by the town of Oberswesel and used as a hotel.

JOHN W. SHENBERGER, of New Bridgeville, York Co., Pa, was born May 12, 1868, on 
the home farm, son of the late John K. Shenberger, ex-treasurer of York County. He grew to 
manhood in Chanceford Twp. attending school at Conrad’s Cross Roads, finishing his education at 
the age of twenty years under J.R.W. Wallace. His early days were spent on his father’s farm, where 
he worked hard during vacations and any time that could be spared from his studies. 

On Oct. 13, 1893, Mr. Shenberger married Miss Ida Moore, of Chanceford twp. After 
marriage Mr. And Mrs. Shenberger settled on the home farm for five years, by which time he had 
accumulated sufficient to buy from the Tome estate his present home, comprising a farm of 165 
acres of fine farm land. In 1902 he actively engaged in selling fine horses and mules (in which line 
he has been irregularly employed since his marriage), and in the spring of 1904 built a fine sales 
stable. He does a large and profitable business and is acquiring a handsome competence. 

Mr. Shenberger was reared in the faith of the Evangelical Church. In politics he is a stanch 
Democrat and takes great interest in the success of his party. He is a director in the Red Lion First 
National Bank, having held that office for two years. Fraternally he is associated with the Jr. 
O.U.A.M. of East Prospect; the P.O.S. of A. of Craleysville, and 1.O.R.M. of Red Lion. To Mr. And 
Mrs. Shenberger have been born: Maggie, and Oliver Moore. Owing to his adaptability and quick 
recognition and acceptance of opportunities Mr. Shenberger is recognized as rapidly approaching the 
front rank among the financiers of York County. 


LATTIMER S. SHENBERGER, brother of John W. Shenberger, was born May 25, 1878, on 
the homestead in Chanceford twp., which he bought in 1902 and upon which he is now engaged in 
farming. He was educated in the home schools, his first teacher being Lillie Pope and at the time of 
leaving school, at the age of seventeen years, was being taught by H. Shelley. After completing this 
epoch in his education he spent about five months at the Wade Business College in Lancaster City. 
He was reared a farmer, but learned the painter’s trade, which he followed for about eight years. In 
August 1903, Mr. Shenberger married Miss Cora Keeports, daughter of Jacob Keeports of 
Chanceford township, and one child, Mary Elizabeth, has been born to this union. Mr. Shenberger is 
a Democrat in politics, while in religious views he was reared in the faith of the Evangelical Church. 
As a good farmer, a business man and as a citizen he is held in high esteem in the entire community. 


FREDERICK H. SHENBERGER, postmaster at New Bridgeville, York County, Pa., 
succeeding his father in this office, was born July 21, 1871, son of John K. and Elizabeth (Loucks) 
Shenberger, who were among the honored and esteemed residents of that section of York county. 
The family of Shenberger is an old established one; the grandfather of Frederick H. having lived and 
died at the point known as Conrad’s Cross Roads. 


JOHN K. SHENBERGER, the father of Frederick H., was born March 19, 1833, in the old 
stone house standing at Conrad’s Cross Roads and his educational opportunities, which were 
somewhat better than ordinary, fitted him for school teaching. This profession he followed for 
some years in Chanceford twp., also mastering the carpenter’s trade, in which he engaged for some 
years. During the latter period of his life he married then bought the farm which is now owned by 
Levi C. Frey, and is still later the farm owned by his son Lattimer. Mr. Shenberger engaged in 
farming and general merchandising, establishing a store on his place which was a great 
convenience to the neighborhood. He was made postmaster at New Bridgeville, succeeding 
Michael Bowers, and held the office for many years. Mr. Shenberger occupied a prominent place 


in township affairs and neighborhood matters, and in the quiet pursuits of farming and 
merchandising, amassed an ample fortune. In October, 1902, his death occurred at his home, and 
he was buried at the Evangelical Chapel Cemetery. Although not a member of any church he was a 
moral man and a very liberal contributor to religious bodies, especially to the Evangelical 
denomination. All his life a strong supporter of the Democratic party, he was honored on numerous 
occasions by election to office. For a great many years his influence was exerted as one of the 
township school directors, and some twelve years prior to his decease, he was elected treasurer of 
York County, an office of great responsibility, and for three years he faithfully performed the 
duties incumbent upon him. Esteemed and honored he passed away, one of the worthy men of his 
day and generation. His wife, Elizabeth Loucks was a daughter of the late Samuel Loucks, a 
prominent man in Lower Windsor township. Mrs. Shenberger still survives.. The children of John 
Shenberger and wife were: Ida, Mrs. James W. Thompson of Chanceford Twp; Charles, who died 
young; John W., extended mention of whom immediately precedes; Frederick H.; Minerva and 
Alice who died young; William J. and Lattimer S. 


FREDERICK H. SHENBERGER was born on the farm now owned by Levi C. Frey, and 
his education was secured in the local schools which he attended until the age of twenty years, 
some of his teachers being John Lyon, Mr. Buckingham, Mr. Wallace, Miss Ida Douglas and John 
Robinson. His vacations were usually spent in farm work and in learning the carpenters trade. At 
this latter vocation he worked for five years and at odd times clerked in his father’s store. During 
the first year of his fathers duties as county treasurer he assumed the entire management of the 
business, and in 1895 full charge of the home place which he managed for eight years. 

In the fall of 1902 he began the erection of the present commodious store, which was 
completed Nov. 17, 1903. It is an attractive and substantial frame structure, two and one-half 
stories high, 70X24 feet. Here he carries a complete line of general merchandise, having one of the 
best equipped stores in rural York county. As mentioned he is also postmaster. In addition to all 
kinds of merchandise, selected to satisfy the needs of his country patrons, Mr. Shenberger was 
urged to add farm implements and fertilizers to his stock, and some five years ago he opened this 
department. 

In 1900 Mr. Shenberger was married in Chanceford township to Maud M. Saylor, a 
daughter of John R. and Sally Saylor, prominent residents of this township. They have one son, 
Walter S. 

Mr. Shenberger is a Democrat and is now serving his second term as township auditor. He 
is a member of the Reformed Church. 


WILLIAM JACOB SHENBERGER, M.D., of Chanceford township, York County, Pa., 
was born Feb. 14, 1876, at the homestead in the township named, son of the late J.K. Shenberger. 
He attended the public schools of the district, and later took a course at the Lock Haven Normal 
School, from which he was graduated in 1904. Dr. Shenberger immediately commenced practice, 
and has been quite successful in his professional work, now residing at Conrad’s Cross Roads, 
where he has built a comfortable home. On Sept. 21, 1904, Dr. Shenberger married Miss Anna 
Julia Hessert, the estimable daughter of John and Mary (Mann) Hessert, the former of whom, now 
deceased, was a merchant in Philadelphia. Mrs. Shenberger is a graduate of Darlington Seminary, 
West Chester, class of 1901. Dr. Shenberger is an attendant of the Evangelical Church. In politics 
he is a Democrat, but has never aspired to hold public office, preferring to devote his attention to 
his chosen profession. He is a man who enjoys the esteem of all with whom he has business or 
personal relations. 
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Did we say Dozen S’s? We’ ve found at least 43 different variations of the surname. Those underlined are 
found in our association.

Hope everyone has had an enjoyable summer. On July 13", while on the way to a vacation in Kansas, I 
had the pleasure of stopping at Schererville, Indiana and meeting Vera Bunyard, our Historian. We had 
been corresponding with each other since 1965 on Genealogy, but had never met. Her cousin, Mary 
Lundstrom of Valparaiso, Ind. came over and we spent all afternoon discussing Family History.

To the present time, the earliest record of this ancestor was found in a history of Ashland County, Ohio, 
which says: “John Shinabarger emigrated from Virginia to Pennsylvania, from thence to Mount Vernon 
Twp. (now in Wayne county) where he erected a sawmill and resided until his death, Jan. 29, 1838, aged 
74 years.” Land patent and census records show he had been using the spelling of Shinaberry up to the 
1820’s. Three of the sons, Jacob, John and Joseph migrated to Porter Co., Ind. in the early 1830’s and 
many of their descendants still live in this area. James remained in Ohio, though many of his family now 
reside in Indiana and Michigan. All 8 children married in Ohio. The daughters’ families have not been 
traced.

We have the “York County Pennsylvania Shenburger Report” — 47 pages. This covers all variations of 
the name. It is a Genealogical Report made for the Historical Society of York County, Pa. by Edith Beard 
Cannon. Evidence of the Shenberger Families of York County before the year 1850. Written in 1946. 
The earliest date is 1735. It includes: Church Registers, Cemetery Inscriptions, Newspaper Records, 
Wills, Administration Bonds, Administration Accounts, Orphans Court Docets, Deeds, Services in the 
Revolution, Naturalizations, Civil Officers, Taxables of 1762, Taxables of 1783, Ships Lists and 
Miscellaneous Notes. The one thing left out was Census schedules but is still a very well written report 
on every variation of spelling of the surname. We will be putting parts of this report in forth coming 
newsletters. Mary Lundstrom has been kind enough to index it for us, which helps a lot.

MICHAEL SHINABERRY may have been a brother of John (Shinaberry) Shinabarger (who we had in the Aug. ’68 Newsletter), 
but has never been proven. They both came to Ohio about the same time. Michael left Va. In 1802 (at the time of a huge sale of 
Lord Fairfax lands). He may have been a tenant on this land in Va. Going to Pa. and then in 1805 came to Ohio and settled in 
Fairfield Co., now Knox Co., Ohio. Michael was killed by a falling tree sometime after 22 Oct. 1808, when he bought land and 3 
May 1809, when his wife Catherine was granted letters of Administration. His widow married Michael Cramer prior to 1825. 
Michael and Catherine (maiden name unknown) purchased land for a farm in 1805. They had 9 children. Their son William lived 
on or near the original farm all his life and died on it. For some reason the farm was lost after his death and sold to W.O. (Oak) 
Johnson. The original spelling to the Michael Shinaberry family name was Shonberg as attested to by his grandson William 
Shinaberry.

Family records state that the Michael Shanabarger family came from Washingon Co., Maryland to 
Richland Co., Ohio in 1818. They settled on a farm near Lucas, Ohio, which is near the town of 
Mansfield. Land patents were recorded in 1819, signed by Pres. James Monroe. James Perkins has photo 
stats of land patents. Tradition says the family lived in Pa. but no proof has been found. Mary, wife of 
Michael, gives Pa. as her place of birth in the 1860 census. Their son Peter, gives Md. as place of both 
parents’ birth in the 1880 census. Also, Peter states in 2 different printed sources that he was born in 
Harpers Ferry, Va., and Jefferson Co., Va. (now W. Va.) in another. The family was German Luth. Early 
church services were held in the Shanabarger home in Ohio. His son-in-law was the first minister of Mt. 
Zion church which Michael donated land for the Church and a school. The Shanabarger home was also 
used as a stockade for the settlers one winter during an indian uprising. Tradition in the family states that 
“Johnny Appleseed” Chapman helped organize the church.

Virginia, feeling my Health rapidly declining which admonishes me that I am in close proxinity with 
death, I embrace the present as the most favorable opportunity while my mind is yet sane, to make this 
my last will and testament. 

First, I will my Soul to God who gave it. 

Secondly, I direct that my personal property shall be sold at public sale on a Cr. of nine months 
and my funeral expenses and all my honest debts paid from the proceeds therefrom, and the residue be 
divided equal between my heirs Samuel Shanabarger, S. Jane Bowman, Nancy Shanabarger, William L. 
Shanabarger, Sophia Shanabarger, George Shanabarger and Pescilla Shanabarger, after having deducted 
the share of my wife Tabutha C. Shanabarger. 

I further direct that my real estate be sold at public auction, Sale to the highest bidder, with the 
incumberance of my wife Tabutha C. Shanabarger’s Dowery, one third of the purchase money to be paid

Just had to tell you Christina (Mrs. L.C. Shenberger) wrote the other day that her housework kept getting 
in the way of her genealogy letters. How true! Also she wrote she was glad to be included in the “Dozen 
S’s” and I can assure you we are happy to get members like her too. 

As stated in our last issue of the newsletter we have two new members, who are descendants of the 
Shinabarger-Shinebarger family. Your historian believes that the finding and joining of these two 
families makes an interesting story, at least it has been a real thrill for her.

It is the firm belief of this writer that Samuel was born near Rochester, N.Y. and was the brother of 
George Shinabarger b. 1795 d. 18 Aug 1886 (whose history was given in the Sept. 1969 issue of 
our Newsletter). As George with his second wife Elizabeth Marsh was living in Danville, Steuben 
Co. NY when their son John was born in 1829. This could be when George changed the spelling to 
Shinabarger, while with this family, that later moved to Williams County, Ohio.

my soul into the hands of Almighty and my body to the earth to be decently buried at the discretion of my 
Executor hereinafter named and after my debts and funeral charges are paied I devise and bequeath as 
follows: 

First I give and bequeath unto my son Jacob all the tract of Land adjoining Funkstown and all the 
improvements thereon supposed to be about six and half acres of land more or less and all my tools and 
wood belonging to any trade and the priviledge of the Shop for six years after my death. 

Second I give and bequeath unto my daughter Sally my house and the whole the lot now in my 
occupation and two Beds and Bedsteads one Burrough and one Magony table one citchen table one eight 
day Clock and pots one set tables and all the citchen furniture two brass Candlesticks one ten plate stove 
and pipe and all the carpeting belonging to the house and all the meat and lard that is on hand and one 
hog. 

Third I give and bequeath unto my Grandson George Deavers four hundred dollars to be put on interest 
until he becomes of age the interest to be applied for his schooling and maintenance. 

Fourth I give and bequeath unto my Grand Daughter Sarah Deaver three hundred and seventy five 
dollars to be put on Interest untill she becomes of age the Interest to be applied for her schooling and 
maintenance and also two coverlets two quilts one Beauro six chairs and all the rest of the furniture that 
belonged to her mother. 

Fifth I devise and bequeath all the rest and residue of my Estate both real and personal unto my son 
Jacob and my Daughter Sally to be equally divided by them and if they cannot agree in dividing then it 
shall be sold at public sale and the money arising from it shall be equally divided between my son Jacob 
and my daughter Sally. 

And lastly I do hereby constitute and appoint my son Jacob to be my sole Executor of this my last will 
and testament revoking and annulling all former wills by me heretofore made ratifying and confirming 
this and none other to be my last will and testament. In testimony whereof I have hereunto set my hand 
and affixed my seal this eighth day of May in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and thirty 
seven.

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One of our members, who joined us last year is a descendent of the Shenbergers of York County, 
Pennsylvania: Mrs. L. C. (Christina) Shenberger, 255 Blueberry Lane, West Lafayette, Indiana 47906. 


From the book we have “Genealogical Report on the Shenberger Families, Evidences of the Shenberger 
Families of York County before the year 1850.” We have tried to reconstruct her husband’s family. His 
first known ancestor was - Henry Shenberger and his wife Isabelle (Shenoerger). So we have to put 
together two Shenberger families, and all before Henry and Isabelle have been made from the limited 
knowledge we have of the family and the ‘York Report’. 


We find a Balthasar Schonberger with two children being baptized at the Christ Lutheran Church of 
York, Pa. Anna Barbara b. 3 Jan. 1735 and bapt. 3 July 1736, and John Balthasar b. 16 Apr. 1738 and 
bapt. 5 Aug. 1738. Balthasar’s wife’s name was not given, but we find a marriage for a Balthasar 
Schoenberger to Susan Margaret Zwickel, at Conojohela on 20 Aug. 1740 under the same Church 
Registers, leading us to believe that the children’s mother died before 1738 and 1740. We also find a 
Balthasar Schoenberger, yeoman, of Lancaster County (now York Co.) whose will was probated 6 Feb. 
1750 with a wife Margaret - the children were not listed. A John Schonberger, single, son of the late 
Baltzer and Anna Margaret Hahn, single, married at Conojohela on 11 Jan. 1761. 


We find a Adam b. 1772, a John Adam and a Baltzer of the same age group. Adam b. 1772 married 
Catherine Dosh (Dosch) dau. of Michael Dosh. Children were: Frederick, John, Henry, Samuel and 
Baltzer. It is this Frederick b. 10 Oct. 1796, d. 13 Dec. 1846 at age 50 yrs., 10 mo., 0 days. and wife 
Lydia Whitman, dau. of Jacob and Eve.___—s Wittman b. 4 Mar. 1800 and d. 29 Feb. 1873 at age 73 yrs., 
9 mos., 25 dys. that are the parents of Isabelle Shenberger. 


We find a John Adam and wife Elizabeth with children: John, Jacob, Adam, George and Henry b. ae Dec. 
1815. This John Adam and Elizabeth Shenberger could be the parents on Henrich b. 18 July 1827, who 
md. Isabelle Shenberger. 


It is our belief that Adam and John Adam could have had a brother Baltzer whose children were: Adam, 
John, Peter (died before 7 Aug. 1810 and had issue John, Peter, Solomon, and Baltzer), Jacob and Henry. 


John Schenberger Junr. and wife Elizabeth had Henrich (Henry) b. 18 July 1827 ba. 25 Dec. 1827 and 
Catherine b. 10 July 1831 ba. 18 Sep. 1831. 


Henry married Isabelle Schenberger 29th of November 1849. They had 2 known children: Emaline b. 6 
Dec. 1851 and George b. 27 Dec. 1853. Emaline md. a R.W. Stien and it was at her home that Isabelle 
died, 11 Feb. 1905 at the age of 75 yrs., 2 mos., and 13 days. Isabelle had married a second time to a Mr.

Mrs. Otto Friedmann (Esther) writes - The 10 yr. old daughter mentioned on pg. 34 of the newsletter in 
the Census under John Shanabarger is Elsie instead of Elvie. She also mentioned that there was a Baltzer 
Shenberger who used to be a large land owner in his day and lived in Ashland Co., Ohio. 


Mrs. L.C. Shenberger (Christina) of West Lafayette, Ind. writes - If you will check the Newsletter - John 
Shenberger md. 1761, I believe to be my John (b. 16 April 1738) father, Balthasar to Anna Margaret Hahn. 
Next, Adam (b. 1772) md. to Catherine Dosch dau. of Michael Dosch, to be the parents of Frederick 
Schoenberger who md. Lydia. Frederick and Lydia were the parents of Isabella who md. Henry 
Schenberger in 1849. Now, I think John Shenberger and Catherine (1777-1867) md. about 1799 - as their 
first child was born 1800, and a Johannes (b. 23 Sept. 1804) could be our John who used the English book 
we have dated 1818. He was the father of Henrich Shenberger (b. 1827). This last I have proof of. At one 
place this John was called John Jr. making his father John also. I have a very interesting paper of a Michael 
buying farm from Catherine, but saying she may live in the house her lifetime dated 1859. I think this was 
the grandmother of Michael b. 1836 and his brother Henrich b. 1827. No children were provided for or 
mentioned. This agreement is well written and two full pgs. long - Also on pg. 35 of the Newsletter you 
have Charles Henry Shenberger as the 4th child and should read Ist. child of George W. Shenberger. 
(Note: as you can see it is hard to puzzle these families out, but only adds to the mystery of Genealogy and 
makes us all Detectives so to speak.) 


Robert Shinabarger of West Hartford, Conn. found that the name of Samuel Shinabarger’s wife was Anna 
Marsh. First in a census he found her name was Anna and then he sent for the death cert. of two of their 
sons, Samuel Jr. and Stewart or Stuart.

Wanamaker, Reuben Melville (Aug. 2, 1866-June 18, 1924), jurist, was born in North Jackson, 
Mahoning County, Ohio. His parents, Daniel and Laura (Schoenberger) Wanamaker, were of 
Pennsylvania Dutch extraction. He attended the local schools and Ohio Northern Univ., Ada, Ohio, 
where his studies were interrupted from time to time by periods of teaching. On April 7, 1890, he married 
Fannie Jane Snow, daughter of Professor Freeman Snow. His legal training was received at Ohio 
Northern and in the offices of Ridenour & Halfhill in Lima. In 1893 he began practice in Akron in 
partnership with E.E. Young. Elected Prosecuting Attorney of Summit County in 1895 and 1897, he 
became widely known through his successful prosecution of the leaders of an attempted lynching in 
August 1900. In May 1906 he became a judge of the common pleas court of Ohio. In 1912 he was 
elected as a Progressive to the Supreme Court of Ohio for the term beginning Jan. 1, 1913, and in 1918 as 
a Republican, was reelected. Two years later he was defeated by Frank B. Willis for the Republican 
nomination to the United States Senate. Before the completion of his second term on the Supreme Bench 
as a result of a long-continued nervous breakdown, he took his own life by jumping from a window at 
Mount Carmel Hospital, Columbus, Ohio. His wife, a son and a daughter survive him. (Wanamaker’s

and Share alike between my four children of their heirs after first having satisfied the below mentioned 
Legacies. And my said Executor hereafter named shall have full poser and lawfull Authority - convey 
my said Real Estate in as full and ample manner as I could do were I living And Lastly I constitute and 
appoint my son Peter Shanebarger my whole and Sole Executor of this my last Will and Testament.

Your Editor, made a trip to Cincinnati, Ohio by the way of Ind., and though she had to pass up here in 


northern, Ind. she stopped in Mulberry, Ind. to visit Rev. and Mrs. Otto Friedmann (pg. 14) and see the 
old homestead of Peter Shanabarger, Great Grandfather of Mrs. Friedmann’s. 
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In Wayne Co. Ohio Census for the year 1820, there was listed two Jacob Shellenbargers. One in 
Congress Twp., the other in Jackson Twp. Why both were listed as Shellenbarger is anyone’s guess. The 
one in Jackson Twp. was in reality Jacob Shinabarger who on 4 Feb. 1817 married Hannah Heller. Jacob 
was the son of John and Mehitable (pg 9 of Dozen S’s). In the 1830 Census, John Sr. was listed as 
Shinabarger of Mohican Twp.; John Jr. as John Shinaberry of Jackson Twp.; and James of Perry Twp. 
also as Shinabarger. Son Joseph was not married at this time. Jacob and John Jr. moved to Indiana to 
Porter Co. in the early 1830’s (pg 9). The other Jacob of Congress Twp. had a daughter Mary born in 
1817, who on 24 Dec. 1835 married Mark Statton, and they also moved to Ind. to Wabash Co. Mark and 
Mary had 12 children. The youngest being Geneva Grace born 17 Aug. 1863. During her school days 
Geneva shortened her name to Gene. All records of this surname since has been spelled Schellenbarger, 
and one reason given me was that they didn’t want 13 letters in the name. During a summer after Gene 
graduated from school a Charles Dorwin Porter of Geneva, Ind. saw her while they both vacationed at a 
lake. Charles wrote to her after learning her address, hoping she would answer. She did and after a long 
courtship by mail, they were married 21 April 1886 at Gene’s older sister’s house in Wabash. They had 
one daughter Janette born in 1887. Charles Porter was a druggist and pres. and cashier of the Bank of 
Geneva, Ind. and 20 years older than Gene. Have you guessed? Yes, Gene Stratton Porter, was later to be 
known to the world as the famed author of “Girl of the Limberlost’” and “Laddie”. In 1916 Gene moved 
to California and there was trying to make another limberlost on Catalina Island, when her life was cut 
short by a auto accident on 6 Dec. 1924. Her home or “Limberlost’ at Rome City, Ind. is still visited by 
many, as it is kept as a tribute as she built it. This was her second ‘Limberlost’. Her first was at Geneva, 
Indiana. 
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George Shinebarger, born within forty miles of Philadelphia, Pa. on the 7th of March 1814. His 
grandfather was a German and a soldier in the wars of Bonaparte. His father, George Shinebarger was 
born in Germany, emigrated to the United States and settled and married in Pennsylvania. When George 
Jr. was seven days old his mother died. George spent the first fifteen years of his life in Penn., where his 
father married again. In this neighborhood inhabited almost altogether by families of German descent, 
George Jr. went to a German school and it was the only language spoken in the neighborhood. When he 
was 15 his father moved his family to Alleghany Co., N.Y. where George learned the English language 
and his German was almost entirely forgotten. When he was 18 he left home and was employed by 
various parties in the county, till he came west. He was married there on 27 August 1837 to Sarah 
Lamphear. Shortly after his marriage in the company of his brother-in-law Abraham Lamphear, he set out 
for the western states to seek his fortune. On the Upper Alleghany River they constructed a boat, down 
the Ohio, to Aurora, Ind. Their means became exhausted so they stayed in Aurora, where they worked at 
the carpenter’s trade, which neither had much previous knowledge, but their first job putting up a 
lawyer’s office. They used their wages to buy a corner lot, and put up a storehouse and sold it at a good 
profit, and in the year they stayed at Aurora they accumulated twenty-seven hundred dollars. Deciding to 
leave there and explore further west they took a boat down the Ohio, and up the Mississippi, to 
Davenport, Iowa. That part of lowa was then but thinly settled, so they not liking the prospects, they 
returned to Quincy. Traveling away from Quincy to Pike Co., they built a saw and grist mill on McKee’s 
Creek in section 34, of what is now called Belchhorn Twp. His was the first watermill in the Southwest 
part of the co. After about a year they sold it and George went back to carpenter trade for a time, then 
moved to Marion Co. Missouri, ten miles west of Quincy, where he tried his hand at farming. But after 
two years he returned to Il., and went to farming. 
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His first wife died and he married on the 19 Sept. 1850 to Mary Ann Scouten, who was born and raised in 
the state of New York. Her father was Elias Scouten who came from new York and settled in Morgan 
Co., when Mary Ann a child. Mr. Shinebarger had 8 children. The oldest Alonzo S. is farming in 
Buckhorn Twp., Sarah Ann the wife of John Hobbs and lives in Kansas. Abel and Harriet Louise died in 
infancy. Rebecca Adeline married Henry Arant, and James Nathaniel also lives in Buckhorn. Twp. These 
were the children of Sarah Ann. By Mary Ann he had two children, Abel and Malvina Jane, the last one 
wife of Isaac Taylor. He was a Democrat in politics.

GEORGE SHOENBERGER born ca. 1757 Germany, came to America in his teens. He moved from 
Lancaster Co., Pa. to Huntington Co., Pa. and was associated with Samuel Fahnestock in operating Junita 
Forge on the Little Juniata in 1804. In 1808 he operated independently as an ironmaster at the Huntington 
Furnace, Franklin Twp., Huntington Co. 

Jesse I. Hartman, a direct descendant of George Shoenberger, discovered on Nov. 27, 1953, an 
old cemetery in what is now a swamp near the Juniata River in Huntington County. This burial ground 
was cut off from access to a highway, first by the Pennsylvania Railroad. Mr. Hartman had the grave 
stones removed and placed in a well-kept cemetery at Petersburg, Huntington Co. 

Inscriptions on the stones read: “In Memory of George Shoenberger who departed this life Feb. 
19, 1815, aged 58 years” and “In Memory of Frances Shoenberger who departed this life Feb. 15, 1816, 
aged 56 years.” 

At the death of his father, Dr. Peter Shoenberger stepped into the iron business. He was graduated 
from Jefferson Medical College in Philadelphia and was in medical practice a short time before going 
into the iron business. He was known as the “Iron King” and accumulated a vast fortune. He died at 
Marrietta, Lancaster Co., Pa. in the fall of 1854 and was buried in Laurel Hill Cemetery, Philadelphia.

JOSEPH SHINEBERGER, son of Nicholas and Marianne (McCullish) Shineberger, was born in 
Philadelphia, Pa. 5 Jan. 1836. Nicholas was born in Germany and came to this country when a young 
man. Joseph first went to Colorado in 1859, but later moved to Horse Prairie, Montana in 1863 and lived 
at Red Rock. Here he went into the cattle business, and during the severe winter of 1886-1887 it is 
estimated he lost $75,000 in cattle. 

History of Montana by Miller, page 388. (History is much too long to copy at the time, but told of 
his losing and gaining more than one fortune. ( If he ever married or had issue it was not said. Mrs. Mary 
Langdoc of Elkhart Ind. tells me that his name also appeared in the Penn. Genealogy magazine of March 
1971. From “Penn. People who moved to Montana. Society of Montana Pioneers” by James U. Sanders. 
MDCCXCIX. Vol. I. 


Jacob Shenabarger - retired of New Berlin, was among the early settlers of Plain Twp., settling there is 
1806. His grandfather Jacob, was born in Lower Alsace, Germany and came to Cumberland Co. Pa. 
previous to 1800 and there worked in the mills and on small farms till 1806 when he came to Plain Twp. 
and settled in the woods two miles northeast of Canton, where he cleared a farm now owned by son 
Jacob. John Shenabarger the father was born in Cumberland Co. Pa. in 1791 and came to Ohio in 1806 
where they cleared the land they settled on. He died in 1862 at the age of 71 years. Jacob was born in 
Plain Twp. 22 Nov. 1817. His education was obtained in the common schools and after his father’s death, 
he took charge of the homestead, and purchased the interest of the remaining heirs. In 1877 he purchased 
the farm now known as the Harter (Horter) Farm, of 224 acres, and also had a handsome property in new 
Berlin where he lives. On 8 Nov 1877 he married Rebecca, widow of Edward Breen. 

History of Stark Co. Ohio by Perrin, page 894. 
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Crown Point, Indiana was a mecca for marriages at the turn of the century. Many famous persons came 
here to marry. We also find many variations of the “S” surname. Some we know and some are just ways 
we have found the name spelt. We must remember that many mistakes can be made in copying from the 
original. These were copied by the P.W.A. from records and then printed in books by letter.

According to the information from the German coat of arms books, written by Siebmacher, Vol. VI, the 
following is written under the name Schamberger:

We received a letter from a Robert M. Kurtz, 1640 Neva Drive, Largo, Florida 33540. He is searching for 
information on the George SHENEBERGER line. George b. 7 June 1782, d. 31 July 1863 buried 
Boalsburg, Centre Co., Pa. Cem. Md/1 14 April 1802 to Catherine PUFF b. 30 Oct. 1779, d. 28 Sept. 
1848, md/2 Mary __, b. 28 Apr. 1788, d. 15 Sept. 1866. George and Catherine (Puff) Sheneberger had 
13 children, one of whom was Margaret Sheneberger b. 3 Sept. 1823 or 1833, d. 19 Feb. 1915, md. 
(believe in Centre Co., Pa.) to David Keller 1815-1915. They lived in Spring Twp., Center Co., Pa. and 
had 7 children. Mr. Kurtz lost his son in an auto accident and he wants this information for his 
grandchildren. It is their mother’s line. If anyone can help I know he would appreciate hearing from you. 
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1971 was a very sad year for the family of Thomas Leon Shinabarger. The father passed away on 
the 5th of April in Eugene, Oregon. He left his wife Edna Mae (Comstock) and three daughters and a son. 
On the 11th of August his oldest daughter Mae Dell lost her husband Sam Pruett, and on the day after 
Thanksgiving the only son Thomas Leslie Jr., died at age 53, in Seattle, Washington. Thomas L. was 
born 7 December 1917 at Springfield, Oregon. He married Bethel B. Hendren 1 October 1938 in Prosser, 
Washington. He is survived by nine daughters, Mrs. Ben Akins (Carole) of Tacoma, Mrs. Dennis Lien 
and Mrs. Howard Wilson both of Renton, Mrs. Ray Holt in Tennessee, Mrs. Duane Bogue of Boise, 
Idaho, and Nancy, Sandra, Arlene and Darlene all at home. Five sons, Norman and Bob both of Yakima, 
Raymond of Tacoma, Richard of Seattle, and Duane at home with the wife and mother. Also his mother 
Mrs. T.L. Shinaberger of Goldendale, three sisters, Mrs. Mac McDaniels of Vancouver, Washington, 
Mrs. Mae Pruett of Eugene, Oregon, and Mrs. Barbara Munn in California. (Newsletter, pages 9-10 
under G-I and page 53). 
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Wayne was the third county established in the territory ceded by the Indian tribes to the United States at 
the treaty of Greenville in 1795. It was the largest county in the United States. Its original limits 
embraced nearly all of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Wisconsin and Michigan. Governor Arthur St. Clair 
erected Wayne county, Ohio by proclamation, about ten years before the township and sectional surveys 
were made by the United States. As early as 1808 the site of Wooster was purchased at the land office at 
Canton, and laid out by the proprietors, John Beaver, William Henry and Joseph H. Larwill. 


The Finley’s settled in Mohican in April 1809, and John Shinnabarger moved there a few weeks after, 
both coming from Mount Vernon, Ohio. Alexander Finley was said to be the first white man in this part 
of the county. When he arrived his nearest neighbor was at the present site of Wooster. Among the 
families moving to new homes along the Black Fork with John Shinnabarger were the Priest, Odell, 
Oram, Emmons, Jerome, Warner, Chilcoat, Bunn, Conley, Norris, Metcalf, Newell, Ridgely and 
Crawford families. 


John Shinnabarger built a block stockade against the Indians, it is said that it was one of the few that had 
windows. When the out break of hostilities came the families of William and Thomas Eagle, Jacob 
Laybarger, and Alexander Finley sought shelter there. And perhaps more whose names were forgotten or 
who stayed such a short time on the way to another stockade or Wooster. 


Under the Pioneers of the year 1825 are listed the voters, by township: 
Mohican - John Shinabarger Perry - James Shinnebarger 
Green - Jacob and John Shambarger. 


Ashland county was created 24 February 1846, and fractions of Jackson, Perry, Mohican and Lake 
townships were taken from Wayne Co.

MICHAEL SHEMBERGER, was born in York County, Pennsylvania, January 28, 1823. In 1828 he 
came to Ohio with his parents, who located in Vermillion township. They bought a farm, a short time 
after they landed in the township, adjoining the place where their son Michael, the subject of the sketch, 
now lives. The old home also belongs to him. The parents remained here until their death. His father died 
17 December 1870 and his mother 15 March 1879. On 28 January 1850 the subject of this sketch was 
married to Miss Rowanah Bennett, daughter of 
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(Michael Shemberger — con’t) Peter and Sophia Bennett, who came from Maryland at an early day and 
settled on the Black Fork, in Miffin township. They remained there but a short time, when they bought a 
farm in Vermillion township and moved there, and about 1857 sold their property, and moved to DeWitt 
county, Illinois, where they died a few years later. The family of Michael Shemberger and wife consists 
of five boys and one daughter, all of whom are living except Mary Ann, the sixth child who died at the 
age of five years, four months and twenty-two days. Those now living are all single, and are at home with 
their parents. In politics he was a Democrat, as also are his three sons. He and his wife are members of 
the English Lutheran church at Petersburgh, Ohio. He was not an office seeker, though he has served his 
neighbors as supervisor and is also held in high esteem by all who know him. The public welfare of the 
county gets his share of encouragement at all times. 

Peter Bennett was listed in the Pioneers of the year 1825. As were Aquilla, John, Abraham and 
Michael Bennett. All in Vermillion twp.

Michael Shanberger 36 and Roann 31 both born Penn., Amanda 6, David 5, Peter J. 3, and Baltzar 4/12 
all born Ohio. 
Joseph Shanaberger 39 b. Penn., Margaret 35 born Maryland, Mary C. 15, Almira J. 13, Margaret A. 11, 
John R. 9, Elizabeth 7, Susannah 5, and Lydia 2 all born Ohio. 
Baltzar Shinnabarger 20, Leah 23, Celestia 3, and Mary A. all born in Ohio. 
Baltzar 20 was probably the son of Joseph. 
Also found a Celestia Shenberger married to Chalmers Reasoner 9 December 1877 by Isaac Gunsenhouser, J.P. at DeKalb 
Co., Indiana. Which could be the daughter of Baltzar. Will have to do more research on census of that area of Ind. to see if 
Baltzar family could have moved to Indiana.

George Sprenchkel of West Manchester 
Twp., and Joseph Bare of Ohio for $240 to be paid during her natural life. Assigns the three contiguous 
tracts in Windsor Township containing together in one tract, called “Smith’s Choice” which her father 
Jacob Erb, late of Lancaster Co., by his last will and testament bequeathed to her. Samuel’s wife was 
Anna, David’s Eve, John’s Rebecca, Peter Forry’s Barbara, Baltzer’s Mary and George Sprenckle’s 
Anna. Joseph Bare’s was Elizabeth. All children of Barbara Sherg and grandchildren of Jacob Erb. 
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In deed dated 26 Feb. 1848 John Emig of Manchester Twp., attorney in fact for Baltzer Shenberger (son 
of Adam, deceased) of Clark Co., Ohio to Samuel Schenberger administrator whose full share was 
$364.84 of his fathers estate. 


Adam Shenberger of Windsor Twp., will dated 19 September 1822 - probated 11 October 1822, wife 
Catharine. Children: Frederick, John, Henry, Samuel, Susanna, Baltzer, Magdalena. Executors, Mathias 
Becker and John Gilbert. Adam died 26 September 1822. Adam was the son of John Shenberger, who 
died in 1799, Windsor Twp., York Co., Pa. 


It is said that all of Adams children were deceased but Henry, Samuel, and Baltzer by 1847. It is possible 
that Henry is the same Henry found in Richland Co., Ohio Census in 1830 in Mnr. Twp. Baltzer was 
there in Vermillion Twp. 


In the Orphans Court Dockits of York Co. Pa. dated 5 August 1847: The residue of the estate of Adam 
Shenberger was by his will to have been distributed among his children, viz., Frederick, John, Henry, 
Samuel, Baltzer, Susanna, and Magdalena. By this, the time of distribution, Frederick, John and Susanna 
who was the wife of Isaiah Leachum, have died, and Magdalena was married to Doctor Elisha Hallowell. 


Frederick’s will dated 13 Nov. 1846 probated 4 Jan. 1847 wife Lidia (Lydia), son Jacob. Though Jacob 
was not mentioned as a child in the will of Lydia’s mother’s dated 26 April 1850. Lydia was the daughter 
of Jacob and Eve Witman. Eve’s will states she had one son Jacob and three daughters. Lydia widow of 
Frederick Schenberger deceased. Their issue, Emanuel, Susan wife of Jacob Gillen, Isabella wife of 
Henry Schenberger, Catharine wife of Henry Sigler, John, Adam. Catherine wife of Conrad Hake and 
Christiana wife of Peter Leber who was first married to John Miller were Eve’s two other girls. 


Magdalena was deceased by 22 December 1847 when her share of the estate was released to Samuel 
Schenberger administrator of the estate of Adam by her husband Dr. Elisha Hallowell of Scott Co. 
Indiana. 


Isaiah Latchem was deceased by 24 Jan. 1848 when Susanna’s share was released to Samuel but does not 
state that she was deceased, but according to the above she was not living in 1847. 


Baltzer was living in Clark Co., Ohio when his share was released in 1848. 


Other evidence that this family of Shenbergers came to Ohio. One of Adams sisters, Elizabeth, married 
Conrad Bixler, and they lived in Harrison Co., Ohio both were deceased by 1827, but they had a daughter 
Anna who still was living there. Anna had a brother John, who lived in Preston Co., Virginia. 


Also that they moved to Ind., Isabella, daughter of Lydia and Frederick Schenberger, married Henry 
Schenberger. Their son George William was born 27 Dec 1853 in Windsor Twp., York Co., Pa. and 
married 3 Dec 1875 at Littlestown, Pa. to Katherine Gerrich (Gehrig) da. of John Adams and Margaret 
(Wolf) Gerrich. George died at Kentland, Indiana 20 April 1933. They had four children, Katie was born 
in Hanover, Pa. in 1879, and George C., John Weigle and Charles Henry born in Indiana. George C. was 
the father of Lester Clinton Shenberger now living at W. Lafayette, IN. Lester C.’s wife Christina Fae 
Middleton and their daughter, Mrs. William G. Holder (Ruth) have been members of the “Dozen S’s”. 


Frederick (Friedrich) was born 10 October 1795 to Adam and (Catharina) Schenberger sponsors Matheus 
Becker and Hester. Another account says born 10 Oct. 1796 died 13 December 1846 at aged 5Oyrs. 
10mo. His wife Lydia born 4 March 1800 died 29 Feb. 1873 aged 73-9-25. They were buried at the 
Evangelical Chapel Cemetery, Chanceford Twp., York Co., Pa.

We are happy to report that Christina Shenberger and her daughter Ruth Ann Holder spent a successful 
trip to Pennsylvania this summer. I would like to share with you part of her letter: 


At the early hour of 4:00 a.m. on the 29th of July my parents and I started our trip to learn about our 
Shenberger family. We arrived in York, Pa. after lunch. My father was official map reader while I drove. 
Mother was busy reading up on the graves we wanted to find at each cemetery. 

At the cemetery my mother used the “Shenberger Report” as a guide to find each of the graves that 
belonged to our line. Using chalk I was able to darken the stone and then my father would take a picture. 
My mother was busy writing any extra information found. 
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The next day (Monday) was spent at the York Historical Society where we found many items of 
interest. The nest day (Tuesday) we drove to the farm where Adam Shenberger was buried. The people 
who lived on the farm told us about a man and his wife by the name of Burdick (Mr. and Mrs. Paul 
Burdick) that could tell us more about the Dosh Cemetery. The Burdicks lived across the road and had 
once owned the land where the Dosh Cemetery was located. Mrs. Burdick was very kind. She drove us 
back to where the cemetery site was located. We decided after viewing the tall weeds and poison ivy we 
would take her word on the exact location. 

Mr. Burdick (a retired lawyer) eight to ten years ago had sawed off part of a step which contained 
the name of Adam Shenberger. He said, “I was saving it for the first Shenberger who came to inquire 
about Adam Shenberger.” Needless to say we were most happy. I now have the board with a chain 
hanging up over my fireplace. 

The next item I found of interest was the Shenberger Chapel where Frederick Shenberger was 
buried. The Shenberger Chapel is located very near East Prospect. The Chapel is on a hill and behind it 
the cemetery. We were able to walk in and see the inside. I never thought I would see a “Shenberger 
Chapel”! 

The next morning we went to more cemeteries. In the afternoon we started home. My husband 
was very happy to see me since he had the role of playing mother and father to our two girls. 

I must say before I close that I now feel I know more about the Shenberger family line. Seeing 
where each person is buried and finding maps showing where they lived makes it much clearer to me. 

I call this “The Shenberger Summer of ‘72”!
